“By virtue of the kind permission ex- 
tended, the worthy bridegroom and his 
attendants are now here, and request the 
amiable bride and her esteemed wedding 
puests to be good enough to accompany the 
ridegroom to the House of God for the 
solemnnisation of the marriage. If this re- 
quest also is granted. then we extend our 
hand in congratulation.”’ 


THE MASTERPIECE 


Thereafter the master of ceremonies, as 
soon as the hungry and thirsty party has 
been refreshed, instructs the party to set 
out.; His third speech then follows, his 
masterpiece. It is told of many a master of 
ceremonies that in this speech he anticipated 
the finest remarks of the clergyman. He 
points out the solemn nature of the moment, 
and, on behalf of the bride, returns thanks 
for all the love shown her in the house of 
her iparents, and concludes by imploring the 
blessing of the Almighty on the bridal pair. 
He then marshalls the bridal procession and 
gives the signal to set off. At the entrance 
to. the church he heads the procession and 
takés up a position close to the couple. 

After the ceremony in church a return is 
marke to the bridal house—the home of the 
bride’s parents. It oftentimes happens that 
the jbridegroom has to clear a way for him- 
self and his bride, for the young people have 
blocked the thoroughfares everywhere. 


FEASTING AND DANCING 

At. the wedding feast, which follows. at 
once, everything is carried out in true Silesian 
style, and here also the master of cerenionies 
is ‘the ‘central “figure. It is his duty to see 
that no delay occurs in the serving of the 
food, and that there is always something to 
drink. In the intervals between the courses 
he ‘regales the guests with stories and re- 
citals, and sees to it also that entertainment 
is. provided in other, ways. When fivaily no 
more can be ‘‘ stowed away,’ he assembles 
the guests and leads them out into the open 
air. The happy couple do not. absent them- 
selves from this outdoor entertainment. Only 
oné or ‘two old folks and the ‘clergymen re- 
main indoors. After a: couple of hours 
spitited dancing the guests‘ stroll back into 
the house to partake of further refreshment. 


THE FINAL CEREMONY 


As soon as the priests, who throughout the 
festivities occupy the place of honour hext 
to the bride, have gone, the gaiety becomes 
more intense. . And then: there is enacted 
the drama of the cradle swaddling clothes. 
The, M.C., disguised as a messenger -boy, or 
a’ Yagapond, appears with an enormous basket 
addressed: to the Mistress of Ceremonies. 
She requests him to open it. He does so 
in front. of the assembled company and takes 
out a Jetter.

Bridget Irwin, his wife (since dead) held the 
lands of Kilready, consisting of ó8 acres, 
as a trustee for him, and that he is entitled 
land in fee-simple; and an order directing 
‘Thomas O'Connell and James. Barrett, who 
were sued as executors of Bridget Irwin; to 
execute a transfer to him. | ; 
The defence was that the interest of the 
plaintiff in the lands was fully surrendered 
when his wife, Bridget Irwin, was accept 
as tenant in November, 1898, with the know- 
I dge and approval of the plaintiff ; and that 
he is not entitled to any beneficial interest

Evidenee “was given by Messrs, Joseph 
Cooney and William Smith, school teachers, 
residing im Ballyhaunmis, that they had wit- 
nessed the will, and that the testator was 
in full possessoin of his faculties. Both had 
witnessed a previous will of Father Colleran 
in 1931. The witnesses were not cross- 
examined. 

Mr. Kelly, K.C., said that Father Joyce 
did not want to contest the will in any way, 
but wanted to have a previous will, dated 
23rd May, 1913, established in case the will 
of the 2ist May, 1932, was upset. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne gave judgment that 
the will of the 21st May, 1932, had been duly 
executed; that at the time the testator was 
of sound mind, memory and understanding, 
and that he knew and upproved of its con- 
tents. There was a marginal note on the will 
as follows :—‘‘ The residue to go to the Arch- 
bishop of Tvam for charitable purposes as 
he’ mav think fit.” The onus was on the 
plaintiffs to prove that these words formed 
portion of the document at the time of its 
execution. That onus had not been dis- 
charged. Neither of the witnesses who had 
been examined saw that ‘portion of the docn- 
ment. In the absence of expert evidence upon 
the point, he was inclined to think that the 
words were written with a different pen, and 
probably at a different time. The inference 
would be that the words were not there at 
the time of the execution. 

The will was admitted to probate with the 
deletion of the marginal words.

He did not then meet the plaintiff, but 
spoke to the hotel is goirme Mrs. 
Faweett, about her. After his return to 
Dublin he wrote to Mrs. Fawcett on 15th 
August, stating that he hoped to see her 
and her friend, or. “his dear old frie1id,’’ at 
lunch in the Victoria Hotel, Cork, on the 
following Friday, 17th August. : 

The letter, said Mr, Wood, proceeded: “1 
am confident that the result of my visit (a 
three weeks’ one this time) at Ballycotton 
will cure my acute indigestion and deép de- 
pression. All being well, 1 hope to meet 
some nice, gentle Cork lady whom I intend 
to be my future companion and consolatrix 
in life, and with that object in view I hope 
to secure the services: of yourself and your 
dear mother, as I am a very shy and nervous 
man, for a second edition of my life:.”’ 

Referring to the last sentence in the letter, 
Mr. Wood said that the defendant, who was 
76 years of age, was a widower, and Miss 
Hannon was 51. 


After receiving the letter, Mrs. Fawcett. 


communicated with the plaintiff, and met 
her in Cork on 17th August. They met the 
defendant at the Victoria Hotel and lunched 
with him. The defendant himself discussed 
the matter of marriage with Miss Hannon, 
and it was then arranged that the couple 
should have a private chat t the entire 
matter at the Savoy, Cork. They spent. from 
2.45 p.m. to 5 p.m. af the fa and dis- 
cussed every aspect, of the proposal, and came 
t> a definite arrangement that a marriage 
should take place. 

On the way back to the hotel they met the 
Rev. Charles Reardon, a relative of Miss 
Hannon. The plaintiff introduced Mr. 
Gleeson to Father Reardon, and told the 
latter that Mr. Gleeson wished to marry her 
before his return to Dublin in three weeks’ 
time. “” At the hotel it was arranged that, 
subject to the approval of the parish priest, 
Canon Murphy, Father Reardon should carry 
out the marriage ceremony. 

The parties then returned to Ballycotton, 
and were regarded as an engaged couple by 
the hotel residents and the plajntiff’s friends. 


LETTERS OF FREEDOM 


' That the defendant’s action was even more 
deliberate than his letter would suggest was 
evident, from the fact, said counsel, that on 
i4th August he obtained letters. of freedom 
in Dublin and handed them to Miss “Hannon: 
The plaintiff had been su ing her 
mother, for whom she was anxious that pro- 
vision should. be made, The defendant very 
kindly arranged to look after Miss ‘Hannon’ 
mother. 

Mr. Wood said that Miss Hannon, having 
purchased the rings at the request of the 
defendant, wrote to him on the 2ist August, 
while he was staying in Ballycotton. The letter 
began ‘‘ Joe, my dearest,” and in it she told 
of her visit to Canon, Murphy to arrange the 
wedding, and described defendant as “a 
very nice man, not at all mercenary.’’ Her 
advice to Mr. Gleeson in a postcript was: 
“Zz yo a you are minding yourself and are 
not ing too many things. Abstain from 
any of these medicines for the présent. I 
think you ought to tear up this, as hotels 
are such places for prying eyes and things of 
that kind” , 

Counsel ‘said that a few days afterwards 
Mr. Gleeson flung the plaintiff aside without 
any real. excuse. She had written to her 
customers informing them of her engagement, 
and she was entitled to adequate com . 
tion for the sudden manner in which the 
defendant had broken off the engagement. 


PLAINTIFF'S EVIDENCE 
Miss D. Hannon, the plaintiff, gave 
evidence, and said that she lived at I Marina 
Drive, Cork, with her mother and sister.

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ERE is a building which has been a 

landmark in Dublin for centuries— 

the City of Dublin Flour Mills, s'tuated 

on the South quays, at the junction of 
Usher’s Island and Watling street. 


The new proprietors of the mill, Messrs. 
Byrne, Mahony and Co., Ltd., formerly 
Carried on an extensive business as im- 
porters of flour. The firm was started in 
the ’seventies, at 4 Cope street, Dublin, by 
the late Mr. George Byrne and the late 


Mr. James Mahony, both of whom were 
for long prominently and honourably 


associated with the business life of Dublin. 
It is noteworthy that the principals of 
the firm to-day are Mr. George Byrne. 
the eldest son of the one founder of the 
firm, and Mr. James Mahony, the 
youngest son of the other founder. 

Messrs. Byrne, Mahony and Co., as 
importers, brought into the country 
cargoes of flour from the United States, 
Germany, Australia and Canada, the bulk 
of the imports during recent years 
being from Canada. The imports were 
mostly flour cargoes, but smaller lots were 
included of oatmeal, bran, pollard, etc. 
The largest number of shipments, 
naturally, arrived at Dublin; but, as the 
firm’s business for supplying flour to the 
baking trade covered the whole country, 
it was a regular part of the firm’s pro- 
cedure to send shipments direct to Cork, 
Belfast, Waterford, Galway, Sligo, Fenit, 
and other Irish ports. 

Working on these lines, Messrs. Byrne, 
Mahony and Co. for many years conducted 
one of thétnost 
in Ireland,;, 

But new men ae new malian and 
in 1933 the Free State Government passed 
the Cereals Act, and since that date it 
has been possible only to import small 
quantities’ of flour, then only under 
Government licence. The object of. the 
Government in passing the Cereals Act 
was to develop and extend the Irish 
milling industry—a laudable ideal, which 


pocpestng flour —" 


had the support of Messrs. B , Mahony 
and Co., even though it méant an up- 
heaval in their business. The directors of 
the firm realised that they must march 
with the times, and they decided to enter 
the milling business themselves. 

Looking around, they found the ideal 
premises, as shown above, in the flour 
mills at the South side of Watling street 
bridge. The original mill here is believed 
to date back to 1700, and its wheels were 
then driven by the waters of the River 
Camac, which entered the Liffey at this 
point. At this junction also stood one of 
the ancient city gates, which, at a later 
date, was removed and set up at the 
entrance to the Royal Hospital at Kilmain- 
ham—now the headquarters of the Civic 
Guard. This mill, which was known to 
generations of Dublin people as a flour 
mill, was always the City of Dublin Flour 
Mill, 

During the general depression that pre- 
vailed in the year 1924 the mill, which 
then belonged to Mr. John Halligan, 
ceased to operate. 

Six months ago Messrs. Byrne, Mahony 
and Co., now a limited company, conducted 
by two energetic young men, with a hun- 
dred per cent. Irish capital, and a 
hundred per cent. Irish labour behind 
them, acquired possession of the mill, and 
proceeded to modernise it in the most 
thorough and efficient manner. 

The old premises were entirely recon- 
structed internally and the most up-to- 
date machinery installed, with new maple 
floors throughout the building. The old 
solid external walls remain to give the 
building a seasoned familiar appearance 
from the outside, 

A visitor to the mill would be surprised 
to find a complete absence of that 
dusty atmosphere one would naturally 
expect in a flour manufacturing establish- 
ment. Fans draw up any little dust that 
may escape from the machinery. 

Here everything is spotlessly clean. 


Machinery encloses the grain at all stages 
of its’ transformation into flour. The 
grain is poured down sealed pipes into 
the various machines, passed from one to 
another, washed and dried, sucked up 
here and poured down there, until the 
finished flour appears in bags on the 
loading platform. 

The directors express satisfaction that 
during the transition period they were 
able to carry their old staff from the im- 
porting business into the milling industry, 
and then to supplement it with additional 
permanent employés. 

The mill is driven and illuminated 
entirely by electricity from the Electricity 
Supply Board. 

The reconstruction of the mill was

QUESTION OF BANNED, 
BOOKS

The Civil Servant for March, 1935, in its 
leading editorial note, entitled ‘‘ Banned,” 
calls attention. to questions set in recent 
examination papers. It says: ' In two recent 
examinations—Limited Clerical and Open 
Investigation Officer,, respectively—candidates 
were asked to name the authors of ‘ Mother 
India’ and ‘Anthony Adverse.’ Both of 
these books have come under the ban of the 
literary censorship. Not. having read either 
book we are not in a position to comment 
upon the good taste, or otherwise, of the 
examiners ..in including. works , which, 
presumahlv, are regarded by the Censorship 
Board as being of immoral tendency; nor is 
it fof us to suggest that these two State 
functions (Service Examination and Literary 
Censorship) appear to be strangely out of 
harmony with one another. We, however, 
would strongly recommend to the censors the 
banning of ‘limited’ examinations. Besides 
preventing pyplicity for banned books, this 
might have the effect of bringing about a 
sane system of promotions in the Service.”

Equal pay is demanded for women 
doing men’s. work, recent abnormal 
recruitment by open examination of Junior 
Execiitive and Oleri¢at Ofligggs is viewed with 
alarm, especially’ in resp to promotion 
questions. The ' boycott ” of the ‘‘ limited 
examination ” of December last is approved 
by resolution, and it is proposed to expel 
certain members from the Association.

THE EGG TRADE

The Minister’s statement was a 
challenge to the unions, and that challenge 
would be resented by the workers, declared 
Mr. William O’Brien, General Secretary of 
the Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union; in a comment last night. 

Any attempt by the Government to run 
services by ** blackleg’’ labour, he said, 
would probably involve other workers in 


strikes. ‘‘ Indeed, it was impossible to 
foresee the consequences of the ill- 
considered and hasty action of the 
Minister.”’ 


The Minister’s. statement was a most 
amazing document, and revealed at once 
that he had ‘definitely taken his stand on 
the side of the Tramways Company against 
the workers, who were: fighting to secure 
a fair standard of wages. 

The whole tenor of the document, he 
proceeded,. was an attack on the workers 
and a challenge to the unions, and in issu- 
ing it the Ministry had abandoned all 
pretence to hold the scales evenly between 
the workers and the Tramways Company. 


PRIVILEGE CLAIMED 


The Minister’s action was without pre- 
cedent, and showed clearly. that he was 
claiming for thé company a privileged posi- 
tion not enjoyed or claimed by any other 
body of employers. 

The iain reguest of the workers was 

that. the Tramways Company, which had 
the claim for increased wages under con- 
sideration for nearly eight months, should 
be required to meet the unions and 
negotiate a settlement which would permit 
of an immediate resumption of work ; but, 
instead of adopting that course, the Tram- 
ways Company demanded that the men 
must resume work and talk about wages 
afterwards. 
After eight months’ consideration the 
Tramways Company should surely be in 
a position to settle the wages question 
without the further delay which they were 
anxious to. cause. 


PROVOCATIVE 


Instead of requiring the company to 
negotiate with the unions, and so facili- 
tate the resumption of services, the 
Minister was now: provocatively support- 
ing the reactionary claims of the company 
that the men must first return to work. 
In other words, the company was willing 
to negotiate with the unions, and the 
Minister, whose duty it was to keep the 
ring and watch the general public interest,
